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WHAT  HAPPENED 
TO  THE  DREAM

Jan.  15.  1976  would  have  been  the 
47lh  birlhday  of  Dr,  Marlin  Luther 
King.  Jr,  On  thai  day  com- 
nicmoraiivc  services  were  held  in 
ciiies  and  lowns  across  the  nation  to 
honor  and  pay  tribute  to  this  great 
man.  In  Atlanta.  Ga..  Dr  King's 
home,  thousands  of  people  marched 
Tor  full  employment  evidencing  that 
the  spirit  and  endurance  thai  Dr. 
King  brought  to  the  struggle  lives 
on.  In  Essex  County,  N.J.,  one 
thousand  school  children  attended 
workshops  and  seminars  sponsored 
by  the  Rev.  Buster  Soaries  which 
were  designed  to  inform  these 
children  of  ihc  work  of  Dr.  King, 
Various  professionals  from  the 
Black  community  conducted  Ihesc 
workshops  and  contributed  their 
professional  skills  in  an  effort 
reminiscent  of  those  of  Dr,  King, 
who  dedicated  his  life  to  helping 
others.  Because  he  wanted  to  help 
others.  Dr.  King  was  beaten  with 
clubs,  bitten  by  dogs,  and  constantly 
harassed  by  the  F.B.I.  After  Dr, 
King  criticized  the  F.B.I,  for  not 
protecting  civil  rights  workers  in  the 
South,  he  became  the  F.B.l.'s 
Private  Enemy  No,  1  Director  J. 
Edgar  Hoover  publicly  called  Dr. 
King  a  "liar"  and  privately  labeled 
him  a  "degenerate."  The  Southern 
Christian  Leadership  Conference 
was  declared  a  "black  hate"  group 
by  Hoover  and  in  1964.  coun- 
lerinleltigencc  chief  William  C. 
Sullivan  wrote  Hoover  that  it  was 
time  to  knock  Dr.  King  "off  his 
pedestal."  In  the  following  years  the 
bureau  made  more  than  25  such 
attempts. 

The  F.B.L  pursued  Dr,  King  to 
the  grave  and  then  some.  When  the 
King  party  went  to  Memphis  to  lead 
a  boycott  in  1968.  the  F.B  L  gave 
some  thought  to  leaking  to  the  press 
the  fact  that  Dr.  King  was  slaying  at 
a  white  owned  hotel.  After  the  infor- 
mation appeared  in  the  papers,  the 
King  party  moved  to  the  Black 
owned  Lorraine  Hotel  where  Dr. 
King  was  assassinated  on  April  4, 
196«.  After  his  death,  when 
members  of  the  Black  Caucus  in- 
troduced legislation  to  make  Dr. 
King's  birthday  a  national  holiday, 
ihe  F.B.L  scheduled  briefings  for 
friendly  legislators  on  Dr,  King's 
character.  At  these  briefings  tapes 
were  to  be  played,  however  it  is  un- 
certain as  to  whether  or  not  they 
ever  look  place  because  everybody 
involved  developed  a  case  of  bad 


memory  when  being  questioned  by 
Senate  investigators. 

Despite  constant  attempts  to  dis- 
rupt and  nullify  the  work  of  Dr. 
King,  he  continued  to  canvass  the 
country  and  confront  the  same 
forces  of  oppression  wherever  they 
existed.  The  George  Wallaces,  J, 
Edgar  Hoovers.  Louise  Day  Hicks', 
and  Bull  Conners'  could  not  stop 
Dr.  King  nor  could  the  bullet  which 
took  his  life  in  Memphis,  For  the 
man  is  gone  but  the  dream  lives  on 
in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  many 
people  in  America  which  the 
prophet  of  peace  so  eloquently 
spoke  of  at  the  March  on 
Washington  in  1964. 

In  his  famous  letter  from  a  Bir- 
mingham jail,  Dr.  King  wrote,  "Op- 
pressed people  cannot  remain  op- 
pressed forever,  the  urge  for 
freedom  will  eventually  come.  We 
know  through  painful  experience 
that  freedom  is  never  voluntarily 
given  by  the  oppressor,  it  must  be 
demanded  by  the  oppressed,"  As  he 
delivered  me,ssagcs  of  truth  such  as 
this  to  his  people,  he  spoke  of 
himself  as  a  Baptist  minister  who 
just  wanted  to  do  what  he  could  for 
his  people.  However,  he  was  much 
more  than  that.  Dr.  King  per- 
sonified and  exemplified  a  force  of 
freedom,  strength,  and  vitality  that 
not  only  catapulted  the  African- 
American  community  into  a 
massive  movement  of  resistance  and 
change,  but  encouraged  people  all 
over  the  world  to  cpnfronl-  the  same 
forces  of  oppres.sion  in  their  own 
countries.  He  was  a  Baptist  minister 
who  rose  to  the  highest  heights  and 
urged  people  all  over  the  world  to 
climb  to  the  mountaintop  with  him. 

Dr.  King  dreamed  ot  creating  a 
society  "that  will  help  men  to  rise 
from  the  dark  depths  of  prejudice 
and  racism  to  the  majestic  heights 
of  understanding  and  brotherhood." 
In  1976  America  has  slipped  further 
back  into  the  depths  of  despair  and 
the  morass  of  ignorance  and  in- 
difference, but  we  will  never  forget 
the  spirit  and  life  that  Dr.  King  in- 
stilled in  us  as  we  continue  to 
.struggle  and  move  toward  actual- 
ization of  the  dream. 

Not  long  before  he  was 
assassinated  Dr,  King  told  us  that 
"Doors  of  opportunity  are  now 
opening  thai  were  not  open  to  our 
mothers  and  fathers.  The  great 
challenge  is  to  prepare  ourselves  to 
enter  as  they  open,"  We  must  be 
about  preparing  ourselves  to  accept 
any  challenge  and  be  ready  to  con- 
front the  forces  of  oppression  which 
we  encounter  every  day.  For  this  is 
the  challenge  of  the  Seventies.  Let 
us  begin  to  move  on.

'76  Black  Political  Convention 
plans  set

The  National  Black  Political 
Assembly  has  completed  the  format 
and  schedule  for  what  may  be  one  of 
the  most  significant  national 
meetings  in  the  long  history  of 
Black  people  in  America,  Some 
6,000  delegates  and  observers  arc 
expected  in  Cincinnati.  Ohio  for  the 
Third  Bi-Annual  National  Black 
Political  Convention.  March  17-21. 
1976.  The  first  convention  was  held 
in  Gary.  Indiana  in  1972.  The  theme 
for  the  1976  Black  Convention  is 
•■Which  Way  Black  Nation: 
Towards  a  76  Political  Strategy." 
The  convention  will  focus  on  the 
building  of  a  mass  based  indepen- 
dent Black  political  movement  for 
1976  and  beyond. 

After  preliminary  Convention 
Committee  meetings  and  Platform 
Hearings  on  Wednesday,  March  I'', 
the  Convention  activities  will  for- 
mally begin  on  Thursday,  March 
18,  with  a  Testimonial  Luncheon 
hosted  by  Ihe  Cincinnati  Chapter  of 
the  National  Assembly.  The 
Testimonial  will  be  a  "Salute  to 
Theodore  M.  Berry."  veteran  Civil 
Rights  freedom  fighter,  a  past 
Deputy  Director  of  O.E.O,  and 
former  Mayor ofihe City ofCincin- 
nati,  Ohio, 

The  Opening  Session  of  the 
Convention  and  the  Official  Seating 
of  the  Delegates  will  take  place  on 
Thursday  evening  at  the  Cincinnati 
Convention  Center.  Among  those 
who  have  been  invited  to  participate 
in  the  Opening  Session  arc:  Leronc 
Bennett.  Author-Lecturer  and 
Senior  Editor  of  Ehanv  Magazine, 
Congressman  Ronald  V  Dellumsof 
California;  and,  loriner  D.  C, 
School  Supcrintendant  and  long 
time  community  activist,  Barbara 
.Si/emore,  A  broad  cross-section  of 
National  Black  Leaders  and 
representative  of  African  nations 
have  also  been  invited  to  be  present 
at  Opening  Session  as  Official  Plat- 
form Guests, 

Convention  activities  on  March 
I')  will  consist  of  a  series  of  14  In- 
formation and  Issue  Oriented  Open 
Forums,  with  panels  of  experts  from 
the  National  Black  Community 
dealing  with  a  wide  range  of  topics 
from  the  Concerns  of  Black 
Women.  Youth  and  Senior  Citizens 


to  issues  in  Economic  Development. 
Politics  and  Education.  The  Open 
Forums  will  he  followed  by  a  series 
of  concurrent  Skill  Development 
Workshop.s  which  will  be  designed 
to  provide  information  and  skills  in 
Ihe  areas  of  Voter  Registration, 
Campaign  Organization  and 
Building  Black  As:icmhlics.  A  day 
long  Political  and  Organizational 
Development  Institute  will  also  be 
held  on  the  l^lh  to  provide  intensive 
training  for  NBA  state  and  local 
organizers. 

The  convention  is  also  slated  to 
hear  and  discuss  presentations  from 
three  key  NBA  Officials.  NBA 
Political  and  Organizational 
Development  Chairperson 
Mtanguli/i  Sanyika  (formerly 
Haywood  Henry)  will  discuss  the 
National  Black  Assembly's  1976 
Political  Strategy:  National  Co- 
Chairperson  Mashariki  Kurudisha 
will  prescnl  the  1976  Black  Political 
Platform:  and  National  Chairper- 
son, Ron  D.  Daniels  will  outline  the 
Goals  and  Future  Direction  of  Ihc 
National  Black  Assembly. 

The  highligbi  and  inau  historic 
mumeni  of  the  Convention  will 
come  on  Saturday,  March  19.  when 
the  delegates  will  be  asked  to  ratify 
the  1976  Black  Political  Strateg>. 
Adopt  the  1976  Black  Political  Plat- 
form, and  nominate  an  independent 
Black  Candidate  for  President  of 
the  United  States  At  a  January 
press  conference  in  New  York  City, 
the  N.B.A.  announced  that  it  will 
draft  Georgia  State  Senator  Julian 
Bond  as  Its  candidate. 

In  preparation  for  the  '76 
National  Convention.  NBA  .State 
and  local  chapters  throughout  the 
nation  arc  actively  gearing  up  with  a 
scries  of  State  and  Local  Conven- 
tions during  January  and  February 
to  elect  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention;  develop  planks  for  the 
1976  Platform:  and  review  the  NBA 
1976  Black  Political  Strategy.  Per- 
sons who  are  not  presently  alTiliated 
with  the  National  Black  Assembly 
are  being  actively  encouraged  to  at- 
tend Ihe  Convention  as  observers.  A 
concern  rated  effort  is  also  underway 
in  the  South  to  reactivate  a  number 
of  delegations  which  have  been  inac- 
tive over  the  past  IS  months.  NBA 
organi/ers  report  that  they  are  fin- 
ding an  enthusiastic  reception  in 
maoy  niiurlcrs  since  the  group 
restructured  and  elected  new  of- 
ficers   in    Dayton.    Ohio  last 


Niivcinher.  Many  observers  believe 
that  the  results  of  the  Dayton 
meeting  have  set  the  stage  for  a 
successful  '76  Convention  and  '76 
Black  Political  Strategy- 
Ron  Daniels.  Chairperson  for  the 
National  Black  Assembly  said  that 
"The  1976  Black  Political  Conven- 
tion iuid  the  197ft  Strategy  will  scrre 
as  a  major  vehicle  to  popularise  the 
NEW  BLACK  POLITICS  among 
the  masses  of  Black  people  and  to 
establish  the  National  Black 
Political  ■\s.scmbly  as  a  progressive, 
popular  Black  alternative  (pre- 
party)  to  the  existing  major  par- 
lies." "The  existing  parties  only 
represent  diffcrenl  faces  of  the  same 
power  structure."  Daniels  con- 
tinued. "The  Republican  and 
Democratic  Parlies  reflect  and 
represent  the  interests  of  the  rich 
and  the  super-rich  under  Ihc  present 
vicious  system  of  institutional 
racism  and  monopoly  capitalism.  A 
new  society  based  on  the  principles 
and  realization  of  Economic 
Democracy  must  be  born,  and  in 
1976.  starting  with  Ihc  National 
Black  Political  Convention,  we  in- 
tend for  Black  people  to  take  Ihe 
leadership  in  forging  a  new  national 
movement  to  bring  a  new  society 
into  existence."

To  the  Editor 


Changes  made,  needed,  and  gained 


Once  again  Black  siudent  affairs 
ui  Noriheaslern  have  reached  a 
iransilional  stage. 

Like  olhcr  interests  affected  by  a 
changing  American  economy  the  in- 
terests or  Black  students  on  campus 
arc  becoming  increasingly  depen- 
dent on  more  effort  for  every  dollar 
received. 

This  is  a  difficull  adjustment  to 
make  at  a  school  where  the  sludeni 
body  is  separated  into  three 
divisions  A.  B.  and  C  Time  and  in- 
itiative are  further  taxed  by  North- 
caslcrn's  Quarterly  schediile 
because  study  periods  arc  shorter  on  , 
this  schedule  than  on  most  semester 
schedules. 

Vacancies  thai  will  be  created  by 
departing  seniors  who  now  hold  key 
positions  in  Black  student 
organisations  will  complicate 
matters.  An  area  of  immediate  con- 
cern is  the  Black  siudent  com- 
munications media  on  campus, 
represented  chiefly  by  the  Onyx  and 
WRBB  s  Soul  s  Place. 

The  Onyx,  for  the  llrsl  time  in  its 
brief  history,  will  be  required  to 
compete  with  other  organizations 
on  campus  for  funds  from  North- 
eastern's  budget.  No  longer  can  this 
newspaper  enjoy  a  secure  share  of 
I  he  African- American  Institute 
budget.  This,  to  a  great  extent,  puts 
the  future  of  the  publication  in  the 
hands  of  students. 

Although  Soul's  Place  has  en- 
joyed an  abundance  of  student  par- 
ticipation the  program,  like  the 
Onys.  is  faced  with  the  tusk  of 
preparing  new  students  to  run  the 
program. 


Those  who  have  been  in  the 
Northeastern  community  since  the 
fall  of  1972  might  recall  how  a 
student -  run  A  fro  - American 
Institute  was  re-organizcd  under  3 
staff  of  Black  professionals,  ending 
a  period  of  turbulence  and  instabili- 
ty for  Black  students  on  campus. 

Having  found  reliable  leadership 
within  the  University.  Black 
students  were  able  to  organize  and 
confront  Northeastern  officials  with 
a  variety  of  demands.  As  North- 
eastern's  responses  to  these 
demands  became  more  favorable  in 
time.  Black  student  interests  were 
more  secure. 

Despite  the  measure  of  success  ol 
this  period  of  confrontation.  Black 
organizations  on  campus  are  finding 
that  periodic  protests,  demonstra- 
tions and  challenges  arc  not  enough 
to  sustain  programs  and  protect 
Black  interests. 

Sporadic  responses  can  bring 
progress,  but  cannot  maintain  it. 
The  efforts  of  crisis  oriented 
students  may  be  enough  to  bring 
about  change,  but  certainly  aren't 
consistent  enough  to  justify  an  an- 
nual expenditure  of  funds. 

Black  students,  like  olhcr  groups 
on  campus,  can  expect  the  Universi- 
ty to  require  more  participation  and 
better  results  to  insure  a  good  fman- 
cial  future.  Students  must  find  more 
time  and  initiative  and  become 
cohesive  enough  to  function  despite 
I  he  fast  pace  of  Ihrec-month 
quarters  and  Co-op  division 
changes.

THE  CHALLENGE 
OF  LEARNING

Developing  and  maintaining  a 
clear,  positive  frame  of  reference  is 
the  most  important  assignment  re- 
quired of  productive  students  both 
in  and  out  of  colleges.  The  amount 
of  mental  stimulation  and  the  fre- 
quency of  it  are  determined  by  the 
approach  we  choose  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  learning.  The  fact  that 
only  a  good  approach  insures  good 
resuks  is  such  an  obvious  point; 
however,  the  fact  that  there  is  so 
much  confusion  about  the  value  and 
the  purpose  of  the  educations  we 
receive  suggest*  that  i(  is  a  fact 
which  needs  repeating. 


At  the  outset,  it  is  imperative  that 
wc  fully  understand  the  educational 
ritual  in  this  country;  wc  have  to  see 
it  as  the  big  profit-making  industry 
that  it  is.  which  markets  products 
and  motives.  Hopefully,  then,  it 
becomes  easier  to  reject  the 
fabricated  notion  that  our  invest- 
ment in  an  expensive  college  educa- 
tion guarantees  us  a  slot  in  the 
American  mainstream.  Echo  Dr. 
John  Henrik  Clarke:  The  American 
Dream  wasn't  dreamt  for  Black  folk; 
we  were  brought  here  to  do  some 
backbreaking  labour  which  now  is 
being  performed  by  machines. 

Once  wc  accept  the  truth  in  the 
premise  that  the  educational  institu- 
tion which  is  not  set  up  for  us  will  be 
unable  to  accomodate  us.  then  the 


and  first  llrcd  often  learn  that  hard- 
earned  gains  can  easily  disappear. 
Any  investment,  ifnol  guarded,  can 
be  lost.  It  is  now  lime  for  Black 
students  to  closely  guard  their  in- 
vestments within  the  University  by 
replacing  infrequent  exertion  with 
consistent  activity. 

If  a  person  has  been  approached 
on  the  sireel  and  asked  for  a  dollar, 
that  person  should  wonder  where 
and  to  whom  the  money  was  going. 
Similarly,  more  students  at  North- 
eastern must  show  concern  for 
where  iheir  funds  are  going,  and 
should  try  to  benefit  as  much  as 
possible  from  programs,  facilities, 
and  other  University  expenditures. 
The  amount  of  money  paid  to 
Northeastern  each  quarter  by  the 
average  siudent  here  is  monumental 
when  compared  to  one  dollar. 

Students  need  not  feel  that  all  of 
Iheir  funds  are  allocated  to  their 
courses.  Money  that  students  fail  to 
make  use  of  can  be  recycled  into  the 
school's  fiscal  calendar  for  the 
following  year.  Getting  involved 
with  the  Social  Council,  the  Sludeni 
Federation,  and  other  organizations 
can  offer  students  a  better  idea  as  lo 
what  i.s  available  at  Northeastern.

Boston,  where  it  all  began!  To- 
day, 1976  —  there  is  a  drastic 
overhaul  taking  place  within 
Boston's  public  school  system  and 
courts.  This  is  a  result  of  the  court- 
ordered  busing. 

In  1954.  the  Supreme  Court  ruled 
on  a  desegregation  decision  in  the 
south.  Brown  vs.  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. The  court  ruled  that  the 
segregation  of  public  school  systems 
is  unconstitutional. 

Now  Boston  has  to  do  as  the 
south  did  22  years  ago.  It  seems  that 
South  Boston  sees  and  feels  reality 
when  asked  lo  send  their  children  lo 
school.  But  not  just  any  school:  for 
while  children  in  South  Boston,  it's 
Roxbury.  For  black  children  in 
Roxbury.  it's  South  Boston. 

Parents  in  South  Boston  feel  that 
they  arc  being  discriminated  against 
in  having  to  send  thcirchildrcn  to  be 
educated  with  children  from  Rox- 
bury. It  is  a  feeling  of  inferiority. 

As  the  issue  becomes  more  com- 
plex and  swells  at  a  rapid  rate,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is 
becoming  a  little  more  ill.  South 
Boston  has  forgotten  what  '76 
means  to  the  United  States  in  this 


shock  and  horror  we  feel  about  the 
various  magazine  articles  outlining 
"the  problems  of  Black  students  at 
while  universities"  diminishes.  No 
longer  will  we  find  it  necessary  to 
become  offended  at  the  basic  in- 
hospilalitics  wc  face.  Instead,  >ve 
will  keep  right  on  stepping  and 
proceeding  to  accomodate 
ourselves.  We  will  take  what  we 
need  from  the  educational  offerings, 
furnish  our  own  purposes  and  agen- 
cies for  our  own  educations  in  line 
with  our  own  goals.  This,  in  lieu  of 
accepting  any  sham  rationale  about 
a  better  education  for  a  better  salary 
or  a  higher  standard  of  living. 

When  we  are  clear  on  our  own 
positive  program,  we  arc  belter  able 
lo  understand  that  more  important 
than  money  itself  and  having  a  de- 
cent Job  is  the  ability  to  do  a  good 
job  and  get  into  a  position  to 
generate  cash  flow  to  satisfy  con- 
tinuing wants  and  needs.  These 
latter  resources  remain  with  us  long 
after  all  the  money  is  used  up.  spent, 
devalued,  gambled  away  and 
smoked  up.  What  wc  have  to 
remember  is  that  being  ihe  baddcst. 
most  masterful  performers  of  all  is  a 
Iradilion  in  our  culture.  In  fact, 
what  we  have  come  to  know  as  sivie 
was  originally  n  manifestation  of  the 
sheer  pleasure  we  look  from  doing 
our  jobs  masterfully. 

True  mastery  derives  from  con- 
centration and  disciplined  thinking 
which  is  impossible  exccpl  wiihin 
the  bounds  of  a  positive  frame  of 
reference.  When  we  know  what  we 
have  to  do.  and  also  understand  how 
and  why  we  have  to  do  il,  we  tend  lo 
enjoy  it  more:  our  conscience  is 
clear.  And  the  longer  and  better  that 
wc  concentrate  upon  our  own  per- 
formance, the  more  polished  we 
become;  when  all  our  energy  is 
focused  on  achieving  perfection,  lit- 
tle time  is  left  for  us  to  be  overly 
concerned  about  the  corrosion  of 
the  educational  institutions  in  whose 
makeup  we  have  had  no  input. 
Besides,  like  our  ancestors,  wc  find 
too  much  enjoyment  in  being  about 
our  own  development  and  flaunting; 
our  achievements. 


bicentennial  efa,  A  good  many 
Bostonians  are  very  upset  with  this 
display  of  behavior  on  ihe  part  of 
South  Boston  parents.  If  the 
children  were  given  the  opportunity 
to  work  out  these  color  and  social 
differences  themselves,  it  would  be 
a  lot  easier  for  the  parents  and  the 
courts. 

Many  of  us  here  in  Boston  have 
begun  to  wonder  if  all  of  this  is  in 
Ihe  name  of  democracy,  peace,  and 
freedom.  Where  is  it  all  taking  us? 
Where  will  it  all  end?  What  will 
become  of  the  public  school  system 
in  another  22  years,  when  it  is 
poisoned  by  its  own  lies  and 
duplicity? 

Wc  have  often  maintained  that 
any  system  avowedly  based  on  the 
perversion  of  truth  and  disregard  of 
basic  human  liberties  would  destroy 
itself.  Perhaps  wc  should  look  at  our 
public  system  of  education  a  little 
closer.  Honesty,  especially  with 
ourselves,  will  prove  the  best  policy 
for  our  schools,  courts,  and 
children.

Mosl  of  the  hirgt:  ethnic  groups  in 
llie  Uniicd  Slatci  have  hiid,  and  still 
hiive,  ihcir  hrsioncal  assaciiiiions. 
In  1944  Ihcre  were  a  lotal  of  904 
elhnic  hisinricul  societies  in  ihe 
I  niied  Slates  iind  Canada,  an  in- 
crease of  forty-six  pcrccni  over  ihc 
number  listed  in  I93(i.  Among 
lliese  societies  were  those  represen- 
ting groups  whose  origins  were  Gcr- 
niiin.  Irish,  French,  Jewish.  Dutch. 
Spanish,  Russian.  Norwegian, 
Scandinavian.  Swedish,  Swiss,  and 
Finnish.  The  leaders  of  these 
organisations  were  of  the  oprnion 
that  American  history  could  not  he 
written  from  the  viewpoint  of  an 
adaptation  or  assimilation,  but' that 
Ihe  cultural  riches  thai  each  group 
brought  to  the  Uniicd  Stales  musi 
be  studied  and  appraised  before  a 
large  understanding  of  American 
civiliiralion  is  possible. 

Carter  G.  Woodson  led  the  way 
for  Black  Americans  and  used  what 
was  then  called  "Negro  History 
Week"  to  call  attention  lo  the  con- 
tributions his  people  made  lo  every 
aspect  of  world  history.  Dr.  Wood- 
son. I  hen  director  itf  Ihe  Association 


for  Ihc  Study  of  Negro  Lilc  and 
History,  conceived  ihis  special  week 
as  a  lime  when  public  attcniion 
should  be  focused  on  the 
.ichievemenis  of  America's  citizens 
of  African  Descent,  Woodson  was 
convinced  that  unless  something 
were  done  to  rescue  the  Black  man 
from  history's  oversight,  he  would 
become  a  negligible  factor  in  Ihe 
thought  of  the  world. 

The  observance  of  Negro  History 
Week,  commonly  called  Black 
History  Week,  comes  each  year 
about  the  second  week  in  February, 
the  objective  being  to  select  the 
week  which  will  include  both 
February  12  and  N,  Negro  History 
Week  is  meant  to  embrace  the  birth 
dates  of  both  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Frederick  Douglass  —  in  the  latter 
case,  the  date  that  Douglass 
calculaled  must  have  been  his  natal 
day.  In  the  case  where  the  two  dales 
do  not  fall  within  the  same  week. 
Negro  History  Week  is  celebrated 
the  week  of  Frederick  Douglass" 
birthday.

No  work  study  job  this  quarter? 
Need  money  for  rent,  food,  tuition, 
and  lab  fees?  Parents  on  your  back? 
Professors  on  your  back?  Threaten- 
ing to  throw  you  out  of  the  dorm? 
On  academic  probation?  Working 
two  part-time  jobs?  Course  required 
to  take  not  offered?  You  and  your 
roommate  not  gelling  along? 
Emotional  stress  and  strain 
everywhere?  Recently  having 
headaches,  shortness  of  brealh.  easi- 
ly fatigued,  a  nervous  wreck, 
irritable,  tense,  and  high  strung? 
The  scoop  is  you  just  might  have 
hypertension. 

Hypertension 

Dizziness,  shortness  of  breath, 
easily  fatigued,  and  headaches  arc 
typical  symptoms  of  high  blood 
pressure.  One  out  of  every  6  adults 
has  hypertension,  but  only  half 
know  It.  To  know  if  you  have  it  or 
not.  all  it  takes  is  a  simple  test 
measuring  your  blood  pressure.  The 
National  Health  Survey  indicates 
that  hyperlension  afTlicts  24  million 
people.  Fifty-four  percent  of  all 
deaths  occur  from  heart  disease. 
Heart  disease  is  the  number  one 
killer. 

The  causes  of  hyperlension  are 
slill  unknown.  However,  it  is  thought 
to  be  due  to  a  narrowing  of  certain 
blood  vessels  (vascoconstriction), 
abnormal  irritability  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  malfunction  of  the 
kidneys,  or  of  certain  endocrine 
glands,  and  it  can  also  be  an  in- 
herited trait  if  you  have  a  strong 
family  history  of  hypertension. 


If  you  are  not  tested  for  hyper- 
tension or  treated  and  it  becomes 
unconirollable,  it  forces  the  hear!  to 
overwork.  Due  to  ihc  abnormally 
high  pressure,  your  blood  vessels 
begin  to  over-stretcb  and  their  or- 
dinarily tough  elastic  walls  begin  to 
lo,sc  their  ability  to  stretch.  Blood 
vessels  in  ihc  brain  may  burst  when 
their  walls  become  weakened  and 
whal  is  called  a  "stroke,"  or  cere- 
brovascular accident,  can  occur.  A 
stroke  can  cause  various  degrees  of 
paralysis.  The  kidneys  begin  lo  suf- 
fer as  the  liny  arteries  in  these 
organs  are  damaged  by  the  pressure. 
Eventually,  the  kidneys  fail  to  filter 
out  the  waste  products  and  sickness 
and/or  death  can  follow. 

Various  clinics  throughout  the 
city  offer  free  testing  for  hyperten- 
sion. Also,  you  may  contact  the 
American  Heart  Association,  85 
Devonshire  Street  (227-2805)  for 
more  information. 

Sickle  Cell  Anemia 
It's  a  hereditary  blood  disease  in 
which  the  red  blood  cells  assume  a 
strange  shape  like  a  sickle.  ITs  a  dis- 
order resulting  from  inheritance  of 
the  trait  for  sickle  cell  hemoglobin 
from  both  parents.  One  in  625 
Blacks  are  born  with  sickle  cell 
anemia.  Sickle  cell  anemia  is  found 
mostly  in  people  of  African  descent. 
It  also  occurs  less  frcquenlly  in 
countries  around  the  Caribbean  Sea 
such  as  Puerto  Rico.  Cuba,  Haiti, 
Jamaica  and  also  in  countries 
around  Ihe  Mediterranean  Sea  such 
as  Italy.  Sicily,  Greece,  Cyprus, 
Turkey.  Syria,  and  South  India. 

Some  form  of  sickle  cell  disorder 
affects  up  lo  10%  of  the  Black  pop- 


ulation, 6%  or  more  of  the  Spanish 
speaking  people  especially  Puerto 
Ricans  and  Cubans,  and  at  least  \% 
of  white  people. 

What  most  Blacks  don'i  know  is 
that  not  only  is  sickle  cell  anemia  in- 
heritable, but  Ihe  sickle  cell  trait  is 
also.  The  trait  is  inherited  from  one 
parent.  One  out  of  12  Blacks  in  the 
Uniicd  States  have  the  sickle  cell 
trait.  Therefore,  in  approximately 
one  in  every  144  Black  couples, 
both  partners  have  the  sickle  cell 
trail.  Each  child  of  such  a  couple 
has  a  25%  chance  of  having  sickle 
cell  anemia. 

Various  clinics  throughout  Ihe 
city  also  test  you  free  for  sicklc  cell 
anemia  and  the  trait.  The  impor- 
tance of  being  tested  is  for  the  future 
of  the  Black  existence.  If  both 
parents  have  the  trait,  il  is  a  greater 
possibility  of  their  children  having 
sicklc  cell  anemia.  You  may  also 
conlaci  The  Boston  Sickle  Cell 
Center,  818  Harrison  Avenue.  424- 
5727  for  more  information. 

There  is  a  high  percentage  of 
Blacks  afflicted  by  these  two  dis- 
eases. As  soon  as  possible,  please 
contact  the  nearest  clinic  for  your 
tests.  Black  existence  depends  upon 
your  concern  and  action.
